Tault to suffocate by the robber* who 
locked tbe door of the vault on him. 
The robbery occurred about 9 o'clock 
tbia mornitag, but was not discovered 
until about S o'clock this afternoon. All 
this time'County Treasurer Stolen lay 
,pn the floor of the vault gasping for 
breath, fearing that every moment dur- 
ing hia conscious intervals would be his 
last. Had it not been for the timely 
arrival of his wife, tho only person in 
town who knew tbe combination, lie 
would have been dead.

her return about 4 o'clock learned that 
the treasurer had not been to dinner 
The children said they had taken bis 
dinner up to him aud left it in front of 
the cilice, but that tl]0y could not get 
m. Mrs. Stofen suepecting sometbinc 
wrong, rushed down to the oflice, which 
is m the south corner of the court house 
and adjoining tho ehorifTs ollico. The 
aoor was locked, but with the aid of 
tbe janitor she opened the door. On 
one desk was her husband's coat and 
bat and on the iloor in confusion were 
the money trays on which tho treasurer 
carries the moiiey from the vault, which 
is in the rear of tho office, to the desk iu 
the front room. 


About that time a faint knocking was 


heard from the inside of tbe vault. Mrs. 
Stofeu cried to her husband that sho 
could save him if she coulu remember 
tlie combination. 
The first time sho 


tried she failed owing to her great ex- 
citement. The next time slie was more 
successful, anil the big iron doors of tho 
vault slowly swung open. Treasurer 
.Mofen wan found on tho lloor of tlio 
vault unconscious. Tho safe door was 
open and most of the money removed. 


Treasurer Stofen eoon revived and 


said ho opened up the office iu usual 
about » o'clock. As bo was carrying out

THE PEOPLE PAY THE BILLS. 


A recent financial review, Issuwl by the 


banking house ot llenry Clows * Co., 
says: 


Some uneasiness 
caused by the 


Commenting on on order of the Tulare 


county Board oi Supervisors requiring 
more economy in tlie feeding of prison- 
ers in the county jail, tlie Tuluro Citizen 
Bays: 


If there is any law of God or man that 


would sanction slow starvation as an ad- 
ditional punishment to that already ad- 
ministered for the crime of poverty we 
•would suggest these gentlemen let it be 
known and not attempt to put it 111 
operation under the hypocritical pre- 
tence of economy to the taxpayers, 
while drawing »150 per month from the 
people, a sum more than douo.e that 
honestly earned. All men are notcraven 
cowards or brutas in human form, and 
BO sure as God lives there is to bo a day 
of reckoning 
for 
crimes committed 


against humanity, even though it be 
done under tho guise of law. if "his- 
tory repeats itself," that day will come 
not only on this earth but in this "day 
and generation." 


Possibly something of that sort is 


likely to happen, but we are not fully 
prepared to believe that the prediction 
in this instance is based upon fact*. 
The statement in the first place that Tu- 
lare county contemplates the punish- 
ment o! anybody by starvation is hardly 
credible, and it is rendered more difficult 
of belle! when coupled with the state- 
ment that poverty is the crime to be 
punished. 


We are not inclined to be skeptical, 


nut without further evidence we car"0t 
believe that the people ot Tulare county 
are barbarians, and that the cruellies of 
Siberia are to be outdone in n more or 
lees Christian community in California. 
We think it more probihle that the 
writer of the above hysterical paragraph 
belongs to that unfortunate class of be- 
ings who have an unalterable antipathy 
for all kinds of facts which do not serve 
to bolster up their idea that tho only 
object in life of all the people who uo 
not subscribe to their peculiar creed or 
ism, is to grind the face of the poor and 
oppress tho unfortunate. 
In other 


D,v..(ly withdrawals of gold from tho 
treasury, materially in excess of what IB 
required for current exports ol the 
metal. The drain nmwars to come from 
the banks and to be for their own au- 
count, and is probably caused by ft de- 
sire to recoup themselves for the largo 
amounts they parted with, in their aub- 
Bcriptious for tho late loan. 


More gold was needed in order to 


keep up the reaervo which, the admin- 
istration fiction has it, is needed in the 
treasury. 
So the people were run in 


debt to tho extent of $50,000,000 prin- 
cipal and nearly $50,000,000 interest on 
bonds, which bonds the bankers bought 
with gold taken from their coffers. 
Then the bankers in order to "recoup 
themselves" 
began 
to 
withdraw 


the gold from the treasury, until there 
ie now lean than $89,000,000 left and the 
administration danger point IB not far 
away. When that point ifl reached it 
will be necessary to issue more bonds, or 
else it has been necessary to issue none 
whatever. So the game may be played 
interminably, and the people must pay 
the bills. In. the meantime hundreds of 
millions of dollars He in the treasury, 
and not a bond issue has been neces- 
sary, while their very legality is eeri- 
oiiBly questioned. 
Never was there a 


more transparent and shameless con- 
spiracy between a Rovernment that can 
issue bonds, on the one hand, and a 
class that wants bonds as an investment, 
on the other. Nor can the attention of 
the peoRle be too often or too emphati- 
cally calk-d to these facts, for, though 
Cleveland and the banks arc enjoying 
themselves, the people foot the bills— 
nnd those bills nt present amount to 
$10,000,000 annually.
